FACES CHARGE OF MURDER 


County Prosecutor Told That 


Clara Smith Hamon Has 


Crossed Boundary

Ardmore, Okla.—Clara Smith Ham- 


on, sought 
in connection with the 


mysterious shooting of Jake Hamon, 
today was formally charged with the 
murder of the millionaire oil king and 
political leader. 


County Prosecutor Russell Brown 


who made the first charges of shoot- 
ing with 
intent to kill against the 


woman, filed an information with Jus- 
tice of the Peace Hal Cannon, accus- 
ing the woman of having slain Ham- 
on. 


The charge of murder is estraditi- 


able. 


Brown took this action, he said, "so 


as to be ready," following a telegram 
from Sheriff Seth B. Orndorff, of El 
Paso, which stated that the latter had 
"reliable information" that the wom- 
an was .across the international boun- 
dary line in the vicinity of Kl Paso. 


The county attorney asserted that 


both he and Sheriff Buck Garrett had 
•Jced 
Orndorff for further details. 


Brown intends to despatch a deputy 
to El Paso twjay providing he can get 
definite word that the woman is the 
*ne sought 


"Bribe" For Wife 


Sacramento, Cat—Mrs. Ruth Walk- 
er Hamon, wife of Frank L. Hamon, 
^nephew of Jake L. Hamon, Oklahoma 
millionaire and politician, alleged to 
have been murdered, charged in an 
Interview with the United Press to- 
day that Jake Hamon paid his wife 
51,000 a month to stay in Chicago and 
not bother him. 


Frank L. Hamon 
is the divorced 


husband of Mrs. Clara Smith Hamon, 
sought as the slayer of Jake Hamon. 
Mrs. Ruth Hamon 
told the United 
Press that Jake Hamon paid her hus- 
band $100 a month to marry Clara 
Cmith, so that the Utter could legally 
carry the name of Hamon. It this 
way, Mrs. Ruth Hamon said, the re- 
lations of Jake Hamon 
and Clara 


Smith were calculated not to cicito 
suspicion, 
"Frank had nothing to do with 


Clara Smith Hamon. I am sure," said 
Mrs. Hamon. 
"He married her as a convenience 


for his undo and received 
$100 a 


month for it. Ho told me ho did not 
live with her. 


Stfll Loves Hm*i 
"While Clara Smith 
Hamon 
was 


stopping at our house 
in Tuczon, 


Ariz., sho received several telegrams 
from Jake Hamon, all of which im- 
plied that she was his wife. 


"I do not thing Frank is in any- 


way implicated 
in tho shooting, al- 


though I do not know. At times he 
acted as if he were insane. At other 
times, ho treated me tenderly. I love 
him although 
I don't know why I 


should. Wo have been married more 
than two years. 


"Frank tried to make 
me believe 


during the first few months of our 
marriage that he married Clara Smith 
\v-hile under the influence 
of liquor 


and later divorced her. I became sus- 
picious when he received monthly $100 
checks from his uncle. 
He finally 


admitted that it was his compensation 
for having married Clara Smith in or- 
der to give, her the name of Hamon so 
that she might live with his uncle 
without fear of gossip. 
"Clara Hamon came to visit us and 


during her stay received several tele- 
grams from Jake Hamon. She showed 
me a small pistol' on one occasion 
which she said sho was keeping as 
•protection.' "

Appointment of a. receiver to con- 


duct the business of the Hortonville 
Canning company, Hortonville, 
was 


announced by Judge Edgar V. Werner 
at Shawano Tuesday afternoon follow 
ing a hearing on a petition presented 
by A- II. Krugmeier and F. V. Heinc-^ 
mann, representing creditors 
whose* 


claims against the company aggregate 
about $30,000. 
J. P. 
Frank 
was 


named receiver on the recommenda- 
tion of Mr. Krugmeier 
and 
he will 


have complete charge of the business. 


The majority of creditors are farm- 


ers .who had contracted 
to supply 


beans and peas to the canning factory. 
The company owes about $7a,000 and 
is insolvent but its stock on hand and 
property is sufficient to pay the cred- 
itors on almost a 100 per cent basis if 
it can be disposed 
of at 
favorable 


prices and the assets are conserved. 


The company was organized about 


three years ago with a capital stock 
of $100,000 of which $50 000 was pre- 
ferred stock 
and 
$50,000 common 


stock. Tho officers 
are 
Stephen J. 


McMahon, Milwaukee, president; M. 
S. Schwartz, Hortonville, vice-presi- 
dent; H. P. Mcffert, Hortonville, sec- 
retary and treasurer: The company 
apparently was in a. fairly prosperous 
condition until this year when it waf 
handicapped by a labor shortage and 
a rapidly fallins? market. 


Many Suits Started 


When it became apparent that the 


pompany would have difficulty in meet- 
ing its indebtedness 
several 
suits 


wcro filed with the result that busi- 
ness became 
demoralized. Tho ap- 


pointment of a recoher halts all fur- 
ther suits against the company. 


The trouble, which had been brow- 


ing, 
was aggravated when the labor 


shortage prevented harvesting of tho 
1920 pea crop. The original contract 
with farmers provided for payment of 
three cents a pound for shelled peas, 
tho farmers to do the harvesting, but 
it also provided that in event of labor 
shortage which made 
it impossible 


for the growers to harvest the crop 
at the proper time, the company had 
the privilege of doing the work and 
charging the cost of labor harvesting 
to the grower. When the harvesting 
season arrived and the growers could 
not find sufficient help, they told the 
company to take care of the work but 
the company demurred .on thp ground 
that it could not find the necessary la- 
ix>r. Finally an agreement was reach 
ed whereby the growers would be 
naid four cents a pound if they would 
see to the harvesting. This agreement, 
however, did not hold and resulted in 
the filing of numerous suits. The en- 
tire controversy was finally brought 
to a head and the appointment of a 
receiver was authorized. 


TREATY MAY AGAIN BE 
SUBMITTED TO SENATE

Wasliington—President Wilson is 


•considering resubmittlng the treaty 
to congress, sending with it a special 
message on the subject of America's 
foreign relations, it was intimated in 
administration 
Quarters today. 


The information that this might be 


done came from officials who yester- 
day declared 
that Wilson was not 


contemplating such a stsp. 


The text of the treaty is still in the 


president's hands where it was sent 
when rejected by the senate the last 
time, according to officials here. He is 
therefore in a position to re-submit it 
any time he sees fit. 


The president is said to believe that 


recent developments at the Geneva 
meeting of the league of nations as- 
sembly may make the league coven- 
ant 
more acceptable 
to the senate 


than it has been heretofore. 


Two developments mention* * today 


as likely to influence mild reservation 
senators were the interpretation that 


Article X did not bind league mem- 
bers to guarantee the territorial in- 
tegrity of other members, and the ac- 
tion of Denmark in refusing to lend 
troops to the league until such action 
was approved by the Danish parlia- 
ment. 


It was the belief of league support- 


ers that the Article X interpretations 
met objections of league opponents 
and that the Danish action showed 
clearly that America would not have 
to lend troops 
to the league unless 


congress approved. 


League opponents, however, have 


pointed out that acting under Article 
XI, the league had intervened in the 
Polish-Lithuanian depute and sent 
troops to Vilna.

even though re-submitted.

could expand to ten times the finan- 
cial Ei/e by 
issuing securities suffi- 


cient to muT* inly its capital ten times 
or $1.000,000,000. 


Preliminary steps in the formation 


of the orgranization will be taken in 
Chicago D«e. 11. The farm bureau 
federation will name a committee of 
five to attend the meeting as repre- 
sentatives of the farmers of the United 
States. 


The proposed corporat'on will have 


on its governing body representative 
farmers, bankers and Imsinessmen as 
the best interests of each 
can be 


served, it was announced. 


It is proposed that 25 per cent of 


the capital of $100,000.000 lie paid in 
at once and that 
the remainder be 


'laid in at the rate of ten per cent a

Washington. — President Wilson's 


recommendations to congress are to 
be dismissed with scant attention by 
republican leaders, they made plain 
today in informal discussion of the 
message read to the two houses yes 
terday. 


The republicans said, in effect, that 


while they agree with Wilson that 
the reconstruction 
job 
should 
be 


tackled and finished as soon as possi- 
ble, there is no hope of agreeing with 
him as to the methods to be followed. 


One exception was noted, in the 


general rejection of the 
president's 


request for immediate action. 
This 


was the budget bill, which is scheduled 
to pass the senate soon and go to Wil- 
son. 


Tax revision will be deferred. There 


is a strong feeling that something 
should be done for the disabled &ol 
diers and sailors, but that too will 
have to wait, according to 
present 


plans. 
Governmental economy can 


not be brought about fully until gov- 
ernmental re-organization is accom- 
plis'^ed under the next administra- 
tion, leaders maintained.

Speaker Gillett. of the house at noon 
and are intended to net the govern- 
ment approximately $3,000.000,000 a 
year. 


That part of the report dealing with 


taxation was intended as a guide to 
congress in passing new revenue laws 
to take the place of those enacted dur- 
ing the war period and which now are 
failing to produce sufficient revenue 
for the government, according to the 
secretary. 


Need $12.000.000,000 


At least $12,000.000,000 must be col- 


lected during the next three years, 
Houston declared, if the government 
is to pay its ordinary expenses, and 
meet $7,500.000.000 worth of floating 
debts and victory notes before May 1, 
1923. 


Concerning the excess profits tax, 


repeal of which businessmen are de- 
manding Houston wrote: 


"The excess profits tax, however, 


must be replaced, not merely repealed 
and I believe it should bo replaced-in 
large part by some form of corpora- 
tions profits tax."

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 


President Wilson's linal message to con- 


gress is appropriate to the cimzmstanees 
tinder whicJi it is presented. The country- 
is about to undergo a complete ehange in 
administration, and with it undoubtedly 
important changes in governmental poli- 
cy. The president leaves the definition of 
the new administration's policies entirely 
to his successor, which is proper. He does 
not attempt to suggest proposals which 
might conflict with the program of Senator 
Harding a.nd the Republican party. 


The president's recommeadations are 


relatively few. They include revision of 
the tax laws, for the purpose of simplify- 
ing the income and profits taxes and re- 
lieving business as well as tie consumer 
of some of their burdens. Both, parties are 
agreed that reform of this character is ur- 
gently needed, and it ought to be possible 
for the present session of congress, even 
though of brief duration, to enter upon 
consideration, of recommendation and 
bare revision of -the tax lawg well under 
•way by the time the new administration 
goes into power, 


The president asks for economy in gov- 


ernment expenditures and appropriations 
and renews his previous recommendation 
That a workable budget system be created. 
Both parties, so far as their leaders are 
concerned, are for this vitally important 
change, and it would seem there ought to 
he no difficulty in bringing it about. The 
er-onomic situation more than ever de- 
irands efficiency and economy at "Washing- 
Ion and adoption of a practical budget 
system will go farther than anything else 
1o bring it about. 


Told storage and other laws affecting 


the cost of living and the licensing of cor- 
porations are again urged by Mr. "Wil- 
son. 
Congress thus far has ignored the 


president's ideas on these subjects and it 
is probable nothing will be done regarding 
them at this session, 


His recommendations for independence 


for the Philippine Islands, as well as his 
proposal of a loan to Armenia, will face a 
division of opinion, and it remains to be 
seen what the new administration will do 
in both matters. It is possible the Repub- 
licans may consent to the loan to Armenia 
ai the present sitting, but independence 
for Qie Philippines win undoubtedly go 


It is significant that the president does 


not refer in any manner to the peace trea- 
ty or to the League of Nations . He has 
concluded his official coarse with refer- 
ence to the great issues of peace and rests 
upon the case -which he turns over to those 
who wffl shape the country's final deci- 
sions. Nowhere in his message is his in- 
terpretation of the national elections re- 
vealed, as they might relate to the peace 
problem. Until his term expires we may 
expect only continuation of his silence.

The 
fact that he is well liked personally and is 
naturally amiable will be in his favor and 
the rest will depend upon the decree iu 
which he arouses confidence in his judg- 
ment a:none the lawmakers.

hundreds of ostriches aro kept in a 
semi-wild state, an/1 great acres of al- 
falfa grown for their food. But as the 
city farm is an exact duplicate on a 
smaller scale, tho tourist feels that he 
has received hia money's worth when 
he pays his iifty cents to sec how os- 
trich feathers axo produced in Cali- 
fornia.. 


At one end of tho enclosure In which 


tho fow city birds aro contained \B a 
.small Incubator plant. J-lcro a few of 
tho huge, sperklod eggs, wpjghing any- 
where from 1hivo .and a half to five 
pounds, are always on exhibit. Vis- 
itors aro prnnitted to handle thorn, 
and occasionally they aro sold, for, 
contrary 
to popular belief, 
ostrich 


eggs are quite palatable. Ostrich hens 
lay on an aver.igc of m-rry other clay 
during tho laying season. Tho eggs 
take, forty-two days to hatch in the, 
incubator (tho birds arc never allowed 
to do their own hatching) and after 
the chicks emerge from tho shell thoy 
aro left in the incubator for a couple 
of days until thoy aro dry. Then they 


are placed in the brood pens, until 
they are six or eight weeks old. It ia 
at this age that the ostrich performs 
his famous silly trick of burying hie 
head in the sand; which is not so silly, 
after all, bccauso in such a position he 
looks like a large bunch of dry grass. 


When eight weeks old tU/e babies are 


transferred to runs, enclosed by wire 
fence. They grow at the rate of a foot 
a month until they are six months old, 
when they 
aro supposed 
to ""have 


reached their full height. According 
to the keeper, the males and, females 
look alike until thoy reach this age, 
when the feathers of the male begin 
lo turn black and those of the female 
remain gray. This change of color 
seems to be a clever scheme of Na- 
ture's for protecting the young; for 
tha feathers of the female, who aits 
on the nest during the day, match the 
color of the sand and those of the 
male, who guards the nest at night, 
cannot be seen in the dark. 


Grown in Six Months 


At the age of six months, also, the 


Sirds receive their first clipping-, and 
thereafter are clipped- at intervals Ofc, 
nine months. The feathers are never 
plucked, but are dipped within two 
inches of tho body. The short end of 
quill left heals over, falls out, and a 
new ono starts to grow in its place. 
From twenty ^to twenty-four plumes 
are obtained from each wing of the 
ostrich, in addition to a number of 
small feathers, every one of which 
can be used 
commercially. 
Often 


150 worth of feathers are taken off 
sne bird at a clipping. 


The ostrich adults cannot be trusted 


n the same pen with their own off- 
prhyr, for whom they cherish no af- 
ection whatsoever. 
Usually, in fact, 


heir impulse is to kill the young ones 
n sight. 
In the wild state they are

with a large ostrich feed station at 
Jacksonville. 


Tho Ancestor Ostriches 


All of the ostriches scattered about 


these various ostrich colonies, are, as 
is known, the descendants of a few 
birds brought to this country by an 
enterprising young business man by 
tho namo of Gwaston, who has a large 
ostrich farm near Pasadena. 
When 


Mr. Gawston sailed several years ago 
tor Cape Town to buy a supply of os- 
triches, it seemed a very simple mat- 
ter. It was, until he had purchased 
thirty of them. 
Then the city au- 


thorities passed a law placing a $500 
export duty on tho birds, which left 
the owner of the newly acquired thir- 
ty a trifle breathless. There was only 
one thing for him to do, and he did 
it. He packed every ostrich and put 
it on board his vessel and got the ves- 
sel under way just a few minutes be- 
fore the bill was signed. All but six 
or eight -were sufficient to form the 
nucleus of a thriving new industry. 


Nevertheless, tho South African os- 


trich colony, which 
contains about 


500,000 birds, still holds an irritating 
monopoly on tho ostrich feather busl- 
'noss. It Js estimated by the owner 
of the Los Angeles farm that only 
a tiny percentage of tho feathers used 
in the United 
States are produced 


here. The great majority still come 
through Cape Town, where there Is 
a great feather exchange like our corn 
and wheat exchanges. 


During the war, however, the South 


African business suffered a setback. 
The cost of feed became go high that 
the birds were neglected and halC of 
thrrn, are reported 
to have died of 


starvation. 
This misfortune has re- 


acted very pleasantly in favor of tho 
California tra.de, because now that the 
demand for ostrich plumes and trim- 
mings is again on the rise, the South 
African supply is small and the cloth- 
ing and millinery houses are turning 
to the California, farms to nH their or- 
ders.
